KENTUCKY WILL ENDORSE COX 
FOR PRESID ENT 

A victory for Governor James M. 
Cox and a unified Democracy are the 
outcome of the country mass con- 
ventions held throughout Kentucky, 
Saturday. 

With 103 counties reported giv- 
ing to Governor Cox 1,279 delegates, 
with 1,124 uninstructed, 194 of 
whom are committed by resolutions 
of the several county conventions or 
by personal inclination to the Ohio 
Governor — his victory is assured. 
. The Ohio chief executive carried 
the First, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth and Tenth districts. That 
the Fourth and Eleventh districts 
should be in the Cox column is indi- 
cated delegates who were elected 
simultaneously with the passage of 
resolutions endorsing Governor Co- 
lor the Democratic Presidential 
nomination. 

The State Convention will have a 
voting strength of 2,705. Senator 
Camden declared that Governor 
Cox will have at least 1,800 votes 
at the convention. 

The selection of Senator Johnson 
N. Camden foi the office of National 
Committeeman from Kentucky was 
indicated by resolutions endorsing 
him co-incident with the instruction 
of delegates for Governor Cox. 

The administration of President 
Wilson was endorsed by conventions 
throughout the State and the dila- 
tory tactics of the Republican Con- 
gress in consideration of recon- 
structive legislation and its defeat of 
the treaty of peace with German} 
were condemned in vigorous terms.

BOURBON ENDORSES COX 

Pursuant to the call issued by 
County Chairman W. D. Mclntyre.

Marketing and distribution have 
been further disturbed this week be- 
cause of embargoes on many rail- 
roads. The situation is slowly im- 
proving, but is still far from nor- 
mal. 

Receipts of eggs at primary mar- 
kets are still light, and with the 
exception of Chicago, are generally 
entering current consumption, while 
the Chicago market is receiving 
more, eggs than are needed for cur- 
rent use. 

It is still difficult to move dairy 
products to Eastern markets; this is 
especially true of butter. This sit- 
uation is causing more and more 
more difference between Chicago 
and Eastern markets, which, no 
doubt, will adjust itself as quickly 
as supplies become more plentiful on 
Eastern markets. 

While large supplies of Danish 
butter were received in the United 
States early In the month, stock has 
been sold for current tise, but on 
account of tne advance in the rate 
of exchange and larger demand for 
Danish butter abroad, it is not likely 
there will be further heavy ship- 
ments in the near future. 

Movement of live poultry is still 
light and prices in Chicago and 
New York are lower, compared with 
tht previous week.
